Opinion was expressed at the 
Cowley meeting that if Labor 
could produce a candidate ac¬ 
ceptable to the agricultural area, 
they would be willing to give 
him their support, and they look 
to the Pass to take the lead. 
Here is a responsibility which 
should receive serious consider¬ 
ation. The Journal is of the 
opinion that the redistribution 
committee acted with little seri¬ 
ous thought in grouping an in¬ 
dustrial area such as the former 
Rocky Mountain constituency 
with Pincher Creek, but it has 
to be endured for at least the 
forthcoming election. Rocky 
Mountain should have been left 
wholly as a Labor constituency. 
But such alignment is in keep. I 
ing with lop-sided Social Credit 
methods. 

T HE plan suggested to com¬ 
plete organization is to call 
a meeting of all who are opposed 
to the present government, ac¬ 
quaint them with the plans or 
policy to restore Alberta’s credit 
and to put an end to the trend to 
build up an army of government 
satellites whose only political 
purpose is to continue Social 
Credit because it ensures them 
jobs. Meetings will be arranged 
in the Crows Nest Pass towns 
which will give all an opportun¬ 
ity of expressing their views and 
taking part in organizing for 
the next election. Only by well- 
planned organization can worth¬ 
while results be achieved.

Nest Pass have been most un¬ 
fairly treated in the matter of 
expenditures on highways.

A NY kind of representation 
would be an improvement 
on what we have at present, 
stated an elector at a meeting 
last week in Cowley, which was 
discussing possibilities for the 
next election. In the Federal 
field, we have F. O. McKenna, of 
Pincher Creek, as Liberal nom¬ 
inee, and one can imagine that 
he will if elected put forth some 
practical effort to secure recogni¬ 
tion for the people of the Pass 
towns. In the provincial field, 
Labor will play an important 
part in the newly aligned con¬ 
stituency and it is high time 
that all parties interested get to¬ 
gether to freely discuss the selec¬ 
tion of a candidate. Only by 
united action can this district] 
receive the consideration it has 
long deserved. 

F INANCE Minister Dunning’s 
budget discloses an increase 
of over $11,000,000 compared 
with the previous year’s deficit 
on the Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways.
